Read  carefully  before  planting 

Soil — Sandy  loam  with  plenty  of  drainage. 

Fertilizer — Well  rotted  manure  in  soil  prior  to  planting — 
manure  tea  or  dilute  solutions  of  commercials  at  about  two 
week  intervals  during  the  growing  season. 

Planting — Soak  bulbs  three  to  five  hours  in  cool  water  and 
then  plant  with  prongs  down,  two  inches,  deep  and  four  inches 
apart. 

Watering — Water  frequently  and  thoroughly  so  that  bulbs 
never  suffer  for  want  of  water.  The  good  drainage  required 
will  prevent  their  rotting. 

Blooms — Cutting  blooms  will  increase  your  yield,  and  does 
not  injure  the  bulb.  A  slight  shade  during  the  blooming  sea¬ 
son  will  increase  the  size  of  the  flowers. 

Saving  bulbs — When  the  leaves  turn  yellow  and  start  to 
become  dry,  dig  your  bulbs  and  dry  them  out  in  a  cool  dry 
place.  Use  your  bulbs  for  two  years  and  then  discard,  for 
new  ones  will  give  you  much  better  results.

Develop  good  root  systems  before  bringing  the  bulbs  into 
bloom.  Pot  up  the  bulbs  in  a  mixture  of  good  garden  soil 
r.nd  either  peat  moss  or  leaf  mould.  Add  one  pound  of  bone 
meal  to  one  bushel  of  mixture,  and  place  pieces  of  broken 
pots  or  rocks  in  the  bottom  of  the  pot.  Plant  the  bulbs  in 
the  pot,  barely  covering  with  the  soil.  Top  of  soil  should  be 
about  one-half  inch  below  top  of  pot. 

Water  and  'store  in  a  cool  dark  place.  After  two  weeks 
transfer  the  pots  to  a  warmer  location  but  still  in  the  dark. 
Then  after  two  weeks  bring  them  out  into  a  location  of  light 
and  moderate  temperature.  Too  much  heat  will  only  cause 
rank  growth.  Increased  heat  when  first  bud  shows  will  expe¬ 
dite  blooming. 

—GROWING  BULBS  IN  WATER — 

When  growing  bulbs  in  water,  we  recommend  the  use  of 
either  small  rocks  or  sharp  sand  in  the  bottom  of  the  grow¬ 
ing  pans,  to  give  the  roots  of  the  bulbs  something  in  which  to 
grow.  Otherwise,  culture  in  water  would  be  the  same  as 
described  above.

Read  carefully  before  planting 

Soil— rich  but  must  have  good  drainage,  otherwise  bulbs 
will  rot. 

Fertilizer — liquid  manure,  or  a  dilute  solution  of  commer¬ 
cials  each  two  or  three  weeks  during  growing  or  blooming 
periods. 

Planting — soak  bulbs  two  hours  in  cool  water  and  then 
plant  with  point  down,  1%  inches  deep  and  six  inches  apart. 

Watering — irrigate  frequently  so  that  bulbs  do  not  dry  out 
and  stop  growing.  Do  not  just  sprinkle  as  that  only  dampens 
the  surface  of  the  soil. 

Blooms — if  planted  in  full-sun  and  the  soil  is  poor  anemones 
will  bloom  with  very  short  stems.  To  counteract  these  diffi¬ 
culties,  fertilize  frequently  and  provide  a  light  shade  (such 


as  unbleached  muslin)  during  the  blooming  period. 

Saving  bulbs — after  blooming,  when  the  plants  begin  to 
turn  yellow,  dig  and  store  the  bulbs  in  a  cool  dry  place,  until 
next  season.
